will attempt to explain my reasons for at- 
taching the value to the family manner of 
designating the strains of the breed. 

It will soon be sixty years since the 
Greenview Herd was founded in 1889, in- 
cidentally it was also the year I was born; 
and though I probably missed a few of my 
earliest years in watching its development, 
they were few indeed; and I can well remem- 
her some of those earlier cows whose regis- 
tration numbers were in the ten thousand and 
less. Beginning with volume three of the 
Herd Book there are but few volumnes in 
which there were not cattle registered from 
Greenview. In preparing this it is with no 
thought of personal gain or propagandizing 
any family, as evident that at the present 
time the Greenview herd is composed of 
representatives of twenty-one different 
recognized families, cattle that originated in 
Scotland and Canada; from North Dakota 
to the sunny South; from the east coast of 
Maryland to New Mexico on the west; all 
purchased as nearly as possible from the 
herds in which they had made their great- 
est development. 

Since the earliest days of the breed, the 
family as designated through the female 
descendants of its more famous cows has 
been recognized by the more successful 
breeders as being of immeasurable value. 
in assisting them in their efforts towards 
further breed improvement. Even today we 
fail to give it the importance that was ac- 
corded it by the earlier breeders interested 
in its recognition and improvement, who 
founded the Scottish Association, and from 
those cattle then accepted by them all pres- 
ent day Aberdeen-Angus must descend to 
gain registration, 

In the Historical Sketch appearing in the 
back of Volume 1 of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Herd Book published in 1886, 


(Editor’s Note: Few men, either in this country or 
abroad, are as well qualified to discuss the subject of 
Aberdeen-Angus families as is the author of this 
article. For Hugh MeWhorter, of Aledo, Illinois, has 
long been both a constructive breeder and a keen 
student of the breed. In this requested article he 
gives us the background of Doddie families, brings us 
. to date on the subject and gives us a glimpse into 
jd future. As he points out families can remain in 
demand only so long as they are producers of breed 
improvers—the combination of the use of good sires 
on good dams.) 


For MONTH of OCTOBER, 1948

in the space alloted to the breed’s most 
famous herd of its day, that of Mr. Hugh 
Watson at Keillor, there appears the follow- 
ing: The descendants of Old Grannie 125 
(1) are quite numerous, she ranking next 
to Black Meg 43 (766) in the number of 
entries that trace through the female line. 
The principal families that descend from 
Old Grannie are the Kinochtry Princesses, 
Baronesses, and Emilys, and the Larks of 
Easter Skene. Of the other females bred 
at Keiller, from which are descended well 
known families of the present day, may be 
mentioned the Kinochtry Favorites, the Bal- 
lindalloch Jilts, the Ruths of Tillyfour and 
Wellhouse, the Aboyne Madges and the 
descendants of Miss Watson at Easter 
Skene—all from Favorite 114 (2). Lastly, 
from Emily 185 (332) purchased by the Earl 
of Southesk at Mr. Watson’s sale at Auch- 
tertyre in 1853, are descended the highly 
prized Ericas of Ballindalloch. 

Of the herd of the Earl of Southesk at 
Kinnaird Castle there appears: It is said 
that from 1805 to 1834 there were none 
other than polled cattle on the home farm. 
Old Lady Anne 123 (743), bred at Kinnaird 
and calved about 1820, is thought to ante- 
date any other cow that is recorded in the 
Herd Book. From this cow founded on the 
old Kinnaird stock, there is a long list of 
descendants, mostly through Fanny of Kin- 
naird 162d (330), and constitutes one of 
the most highly prized families of the breed. 

As to the famous Tillyfour herd their ap- 
pears: Of these later breeders, the most 
illustrious is Wm. MecCombie, of Tillyfour; 
who, founding his herd in 1830, is credited 
with being the great deliverer of the breed 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle from threatened 
extinction by reason of the popularity of 
the cross between them and the Shorthorns 
for feeding purposes. He was a liberal 
purchaser of choice animals from other 
herds whenever he could find them, and 
from the descendants of some of these, 
popular families of the present day have 
been founded in other herds; notably the 
Ballindalloch Jilts, the Ruth’s of Wellhouse 
and others. Among the selections added to 
his herd was one from Mr. Collie at Ard- 
gay, the cow Zara 483 (1228), the blood of 
which he mingled with his famous family of 
Queens. From this circumstance it may be 
inferred that this family stood next to the 
“Queens” in his estimation. So numerous 
have become the descendants of Queen 
Mother, that for purposes of ready distinc- 
tion, it has been found necessary to divide 
them into families founded by her daugh- 
ters, and to again divide some of these 
families into sub-families, the most import-

ant of which are the Tillyfour Prides and 
Vines, the Duchesses at Westertown, the 
Eugenies at Blairshinnoch and the Dandy’s 
at Melville—all through Lola Montes 40 
(208); the Charmers and Sylphs through 
Bloomer 79 (201); the Morlich Jemimas 
and Nuggets, through Windsor 107 (345); 
and the Victorias through Victoria of Kelly 
117 (345). Of these the favorite family at 
Tillyfour were the “Prides”, founded by 
Pride of Aberdeen 38 (581) a granddaugh- 
ter of Lola Montes, which in the estimation 
of other breeders, ranks with the best 
families of the breed. An examination of 
the volumes of the “Polled Herd Book” will 
show that the descendants of Black Meg 43 
(766) through Queen Mother in the female 
line have furnished more entries than any 
other family or tribe. 

In that of the herd of Robert Walker, of 
Montbletton, Banff, appears; Among the 
later established herds now dispersed, that 
have been instrumental in founding families 
that stand among the most popular of the 
breed, may be classed that of Mr. Robert 
Walker, of Montbletton, Banff, who is 
credited with having established his herd 
in 1831 with stock from his uncle at Wester 
Fintray, and to have contributed by his ef- 
forts not a little toward turning the tide of 
popular favor to the merits of the native 
polled cattle. The families that he founded 
at Montbletton, and upon which his reputa- 
tion rests, are the Mayflowers and Blossoms 
of Montbletton. (From the former, which 
is the foundress of the Blackbird family of 
today, we find that Mayflower of Mont- 
bletton was the grandam of Lady Ida, whose 
descendants through the female line other 
than those from her daughter Blackbird of 
Corskie are still favorably recognized and 
known as Lady Idas. Through Lady Ida’s 
most famous daughter, Blackbird of Cor- 
skie, we have the Blackbirds, and she in 
turn through her daughter Blackbird of 
Corskie 3d, the dam of Blackcap, we have 
the popular Blackcaps and their many sub- 
branches)—H. McW. 

Their appears in the history of the Bal- 
lindalloch herd the following statements. 
“With regard to the Ballindalloch herd, it 
may be said that it is the earliest herd of 
polled cattle established in Banffshire, un- 
less it be the traditional herd of the Bar- 
clays at Auchmill, King Edward, which it is 
claimed was in existence nearly two cen- 
turies ago. Regarding this herd Mr. Mc- 
Combie says; “Perhaps the Ballindalloch 
herd of polled cattle are the oldest in the 
North; they have been the talk of the coun- 
try since my earliest recollection, and were 
then superior to all other stock. In the 
hands of the present owner it still sustains

800 prime steers and heifers. 


feeder is not one to put all of his eggs in 
one basket. Each year he handles both 
calves and yearlings, and both steers and 
heifers. 

Not all of the 800 cattle that go through 
this lilinois beef producing factory are 
Aberdeen-Angus.

T still holds true that the strongest sell-

But it is with the sale that we are con- 
cerned. Acting as spokesman was Mr. W. 
G. Mennen, and he introduced the consign- 
ors, a few of the dignitaries and requested 
no speeches either before or during the sale. 
So with an utter lack of ballyhoo from be- 
ginning to end, the cattle had to sell them- 
selves—and that they did. 

First to be offered was Hideaway Erian- 
na 4th, whose second dam, Erianna B. 5th, 
was purchased many years ago, and who 
was out of Erianna B. 2d and by Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th, both International grand 
champions.

east of Chariton, Iowa. At least 
everything was under control up to 5:45 A. M. It was then that 
the Iowa farmer noticed that one of his Aberdeen-Angus cows had 
not come in from the pasture with the others. After finishing 
some other chores Ed McKinley started out to see what was the 
matter. The cow in question was not due to calve for two weeks. 

He soon spotted her taking it easy in the tall grass. Just as 
he came to her he noticed a small black object all but hidden from 
view. It was a heifer calf, a little small but sleek and shiny and 
sleeping off a fill of milk. Resuming his walk toward the mother 
he glanced momentarily to the left. There in the grass was an- 
other small black object, shiny and sleek in the early morning sun. 
It turned out to be another heifer. 

With a sigh of relief Ed McKinley went over to the mother 
and scratched her withers. With both calves and the mother all 
right he decided to wait until later in the morning before bringing 
them to the barn. It was then that the Iowan got the shock of his 
life. For nestled by its mother was a third calf, and not too far 
on the other side was a fourth. Both of the newcomers also 
were heifers. By this time their owner was so excited he didn’t 
quite know what to do. The new calves were still damp and 
apparently had not nursed. “I started for the house, taking 
about ten feet at a jump,” he recalls, “then I stopped. What I 
wondered was who would believe me when I told them about the 
four calves.” 

With a reputation for sobriety he soon convinced his wife 
that there were quadruplets in the pasture. With this Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley went to work warming some milk on the stove. A call to 
his brother took a little more convincing. A third call, to his 
veterinarian, Dr. R. V. Lewis, took even longer. Dr. Lewis was 
just getting up and it took a little time for the information to 
register, 

But by the time the tractor had been hooked on the hay- 
rack and some straw put in for the calves those receiving the 
phone calls were on hand. Probably the most excited was Dr. 
Lewis. ‘He didn’t bother to ride over to where they were. He 
just started out across the pasture, on the run.” 

The matter of saving the last two calves was uppermost in 
the minds of those present. While they were not much smaller 
than the first two born they were obviously weaker. A small 
feeding of warm milk put life into them. Then they were taken 
to their dam and for the next week they were the first to nurse. 
By that time there was little difference in the condition or strength 
of the four sisters. 

At birth the calves weighed from 32 to 36 pounds. At two 
months of age, when the farm was visited, the youngsters weighed 
in at 80.5 to 83 pounds. Identical in every respect the calves have

BIBLE THOUGHT—

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Hold Those Cows and Heifers 


Current market prices are attractive. 
Consequently this is an ideal time to cull 
the breeding herd and at the same time help 
supply the public demand for beef. This 
does not mean that one should go beyond 
the undesirables—the non producers, or the 
ones that fail to produce good to choice 
commercials. The fe- 
males that will do 
to go into commer- 
cial herds whether 
of middle age or just 
heifers and heifer 
calves should not go 
the market route. 

Corn is abundant, 
the price has slipped 
to $1.88 in our com- 
munity and will no 
doubt go on down 
some more in spite 
of any loan price. 
This situation is 
mainly brought 
about because of the 
fact that there is 
not sufficient cribbing available to proper- 
ly protect the crop. Thus the immediate 
feed supply is almost overwhelming. Beef 
is high, it will remain high until the supply 
catches up with demand. Demand will re- 
main strong so long as the consuming pub- 
lic is drawing such wages as they are today. 
Even though the wage scale is dropped the 
demand will still be beyond any possibility 
of supply. 

Thus the beef cattle business can absorb 
any and all suitable females for commer- 
cial purposes, so don’t waste them. Rather 
hold them and put them into commercial 
channels. 

The pure bred breeder may reason that 
he does not care to make an effort to 
place these females where they will carry 
on. Do not forget that the commercial 
end of our business is after all the business 
end. Do not forget that we must constant- 
ly increase the number of Aberdeen-Angus 
females in commercial herds if we are to 
have a satisfactory market for the good 
bulls that are being produced. These good 
bulls are coming along faster than we have 
use for them in high class pure bred breed- 
ing herds. Commercial men want the good 
ones, or none at all. It is our business to 
supply that market. That is good business. 
It’s a business that should have more of our 
attention as pure bred breeders, for after 
all the good commercial bulls must come 
from registered herds of high caliber. 

We are not in business for a day, nor to 
see how quickly we can take more than a 
normal profit out of the business. The 
breeding of beef cattle is one of the most 
important industries in America. We need 
of course to keep abreast of the times in 
the improvement of our equipment just as 
much as does the manufacturer of any other 
item of necessity. We need to raise the 
general quality of our cattle and we need 
to keep constantly at it. 

As in any other industrial business dis- 
tribution is an important factor. Those 
having bulls or females suitable for com- 
mercial work should give the fact publicity 
in order to attract buyers just as much as 
pure bred breeders need it. There are pub- 
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lications that can be used successfully in 
addition to your breed paper. Publicity is 
the key to successful distribution. he 
JOURNAL has thousands of readers who 
are in the market for good commercial cat- 
tle—tell them what you have. A listing of 
such animals in your breed paper will help 
find buyers at top prices.

X Disease 


From the current issue of the Brown 
Swiss Bulletin is taken this comment on the 
new X Disease found in cattle in many 
sections of this country. “Scientists of the 
Department of Agriculture are preparing 
an intensive study of a new cattle disease 
known as X Disease or hyperkeratosis. The 
scientists plan to make a field survey of the 
disease in an attempt to find some way to 
attack it through research. 

“Although veterinarians believe the dis- 
ease is of comparatively recent origin, it 
has already caused losses in twenty-six 
states. Early symptoms of the disease in- 
clude a watery discharge from the eyes and 
nose. As the discharge progresses, the 
appetite fails; there is a loss of condition; 
the victim becomes depressed; and a _ pro- 
gressive thickening of the skin occurs. Small 
projections often occur on the tongue, 
cheeks and palate. The mortality rate on 
reported cases is from four to eight percent 
with young animals the most susceptible, 
and the infection of pregnant females 
usually resulting in abortion.” 

Watch your herd carefully and report any 
signs of infection to your veterinarian im- 
mediately.

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Don’t Look for Important Changes in Agricultural 
Policy if Dewey Wins in November 


rivate conversations here with 
Scag Be the GOP candidate has 
made it clear he would go slow in chang- 
ing present farm programs. Republican 
members of congress have had almost as 
much to do with shaping farm laws as the 
Democrats during the past ten years. In 
order to upset these laws, Dewey would 
have to go counter to both his farm leaders 
on Capitol Hili, Chairman George Aiken of 
the Senate Agriculture Committee and 
Representative Clifford Hope, chairman of 
the House committee. ; j 

Dewey is emphatic, however, in declaring 
himself in favor of administrative changes 
in the USDA. Alterations he might make 
in the Department would be tailored by the 
Herbert Hoover subcommittee now conduct- 
ing a study of federal farm functions, 

Congressman Hope of Kansas is most 
frequently mentioned as Dewey’s choice for 
Agriculture Secretary, but the New Yorker 
doesn’t commit himself on the matter, even 
privately. He is playing his cards very 
close to the chest. : 

Many Washington observers believe that 
Milton Eisenhower, president of Kansas 
State, will be Secretary if the Republicans 
win, despite Dewey’s possible preference for 
Hope. The fact is that Hope would be re- 
luctant to take the job. Many party leaders 
consider his presence on Capitol Hill virtu- 
ally indispensable. ; on 

Despite Dewey’s caution in campaigning 
he has been forced to declare himself on one 
important farm issue. re ay indica- 
tions by Harold Stassen that the GOP might 
drag its feet on price supports, Dewey stat- 
ed publicly that he favored them, period. 

It was a more emphatic endorsement than 
the New Yorker wanted to make. He had 
planned to soft-pedal supports during the 
campaign on the theory that too strong a 
stand for them would alienate consumer 
votes. 

It was Hope who finally convinced Dewey 
that he must clarify his position on support 
prices. The Kansas congressman urged 
Dewey to make his stand clear before going 
into the Midwest to speak before groups in- 
cluding large percentages of farmers. 


Farm credit is going to come harder and 
harder by all the signs, 

Leaders of the major farm organizations, 
who have fought for several years to take 
agricultural credit out of the USDA, are 
now planning a policy switch. Their pres- 
ent idea is to introduce legislation which 
would keep the Farm Credit Administration 
— and within the Agriculture Depart- 

nt. 

Farm leaders don’t want major credit 
Changes at a time when lenders are growing 
skittish, Bankers, sensing a further decline 
in farm prices, are scrutinizing loans closely, 
and asking for more security. 
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The bill the farm organizations probably 
will back after the new congress meets is 
expected to call for a board of experts. ... 
including non-government members. . . . to 
advise USDA on credit policy. 


Agricultural scientists are on the trail of 
the cause and a cure for X disease in cattle, 
but they still don’t know whether they’ll 
ever find them. 

Meanwhile, the disease is spreading and 
becoming more severe in some areas. It 
has now been reported in at least twenty- 
six states. The disease has been consider- 
ed most serious in the Southeast, but Min- 
nesota live stock men recently reported that 
it threatens to get out of hand in that 
northerly state. 

Specialists now making a survey of the 
disease in a four-state area of the South- 
east will report their findings in Washing- 
ton about mid-October. If they bring back 
any conclusive evidence of what causes the 
malady an across-country program for its 
control will be set in motion immediately. 

Scientists consider X disease particularly 
dangerous because it seriously lowers the 
resistance of infected animals, making them 
easy prey for almost any other ailment 
which happens along, 


There is continuing optimism here on 
progress of the foot-and-mouth campaign in 
Mexico, 

Vaccine shortages, which had threatened 
to bog down field work, soon may be sur- 
pluses. Vaccine production has been stepped 
up in Mexico, according to plan, from little 
or nothing to a recent high rate of 103,000 
doses in a single week. This is a big gain 
over production in the recent past. Supplies 
available for the entire month of July, both 
Mexican and imported, added up to only 
71,000 doses. 

At present the disease is comparatively 
quiet where it is present, but Dr. Bennett 
Simms, chief of USDA’s Bureau of Animal 
Industry, points out that it could flame up 
again at any time. Meanwhile, he says, 
field workers will “press their gains”. 

Recently, the joint U. S.-Mexican com- 
mission moved the quarantine line south to 
place 24,000 added square miles in the dis- 
ease-free zone. It was the third time in 
less than a year that the disease-free area 
had been extended. 


The shape of the drive next year by West- 
ern live stock interests to open up ad- 
ditional grazing in national forest lands be- 
came clearer recently. 


Amendment of the Forest Act to promote 
grazing, recreation, and wildlife as “basic 
uses of national forest lands” was recom- 
mended on Capitol Hill by the House Com- 
mittee on Public Lands. Other recommend- 
ations include: 

(1) That advisory boards on the national 
forest be given legal status. 

(2) That the present policy of transfer 
cuts be discontinued, and that any cuts that 
may be necessary be made for protection 
purposes only. 

(3) That the Forest Service undertake a 
vigorous program of range improvement in- 
cluding water development, ,reseeding, fenc- 


‘ing, and rodent and poisonous weed control. 


(4) That the Forest Service undertake a 
policy that will enable the permittees to 
participate in and contribute to a greatly 
extended range improvement program. 

The report was issued by the committee 
chairman, Richard J. Welch, of California, 
and followed a series of congressional hear- 
ings on the controversial question. Some 
conservationists and writers charge that the 
congressional committee is the tool of big- 
time operators in the West who are solely 
concerned with their own private interests. 


A beef cattle research center without peer 
anywhere in the world is being set up by 
the Agriculture Department on a 4100- 
acre tract once famous as a horse breeding 
farm. 

For nearly a century the army has used 
the area, near Front Royal, Virginia, to 
breed horses for the cavalry. Now, with 
less need for horses, the land is going to 
the USDA. 

In addition to breeding studies, research 
will include investigations on pasture utiliz- 
ation and studies. in beef-cattle manage- 
ment. 


Grain experts here look for the really big 
storage squeeze to come next year. 

Farmers are already being urged to line 
up space for 1949 crops in order to insure 
meeting government loan standards. 
year more grain is likely to be sold at the 
government loan rate, according to USDA 
economists. They figure that wheat prices 
probably will be well under the loan rate, 
barring a poor crop. A comparatively large 
carryover is anticipated and exports are 
almost certain to drop off sharply. 

Officials are now fairly optimistic about 
the storage and price support situation for 
this year. They don’t expect loans and other 
support operations to cost the government 
much money. Grain exports may be even 
bigger than in 1947. Most farm economists 
look for wheat prices to rise above support 
levels in the weeks ahead.

Jamaica last winter and discussing 
herd management problems with the “pen keepers”, Monk and Ally 
Hackney and the two of us came to the conclusion that the solution 
to the difficulties which had been outlined to us lay in the importa- 
tion of enough Aberdeen-Angus bulls to breed all of the commercial 
females in the country.

Investigation revealed that any cattle, including pure breds, 
had a good bit of difficulty getting acclimated to tropical condi- 
tions, but that once this acclimatization had been hurdled, pure 
breds were worth their weight in gold.

Dr, Hammer made his first Aberdeen-An- 

s purchases in 1944, The initial venture 
was something of a “feeler” in the business; 
a get-acquainted move. When the fact was 
proven that Aberdeen-Angus were a natural 
for his section of the Jersey coast the decis- 
ion was made to get into Doddie production 
ina serious Way. 

In the assembling of the Shadow. Isle 
herd Dr. Hammer and his associates have 
concentrated on proven production and have 
given a lot of thought and care in the mat- 
ter of their selection. In going over the 
herd individually, and then going over the 
pedigrees of the cattle, one is impressed by 
the fact that the good ones—the good pro- 
ducers—invariably are backed by that kind 
of breeding. It has been a matter of pick- 
ing on a three-way  basis—individuality, 
producing background, and pedigree. In- 
cidentally the families represented in the 
Shadow Isle herd are among the best of the 
breed. But again it should be emphasized 
that it has been on a “handsome is as hand- 
some does” basis. 


A Miss Burgess Daughter of Envious Blackcap B. 10th. 


Selection of the Shadow Isle foundation 
has, in many cases, resulted in buying more 
than one female of the same line of breed- 
ing. For instance, at the Ralph Smith disper- 
sion two daughters of Evermere T., the 1941 
International champion cow were purchas- 
ed. One was by Eileenmere 487th, making 
this heifer a double bred Eileenmere 85th; 
the other heifer was a daughter of Blend- 
mere Woodlawn, making for a Prizemere- 
Eileenmere combination of blood lines. 
Noticeable in the pedigrees of the cattle in 
the herd is that a nice balance of Hileen- 
mere, Sunbeam and Bandolier breeding has 
been followed. However, it has again been 
a matter of individual excellence and pro- 
ducing background. The net result, when 
the cattle are viewed in the pasture as a 
herd, that there is very little variation in 
type—a middle-of-the road kind with much 
natural thickness and a lot of style and 
quality. 

Another example of doubling up on the 
good ones was from the Blakeford disper- 
sion. She is one of the old Blakeford foun- 
dation cows and the producer of a lot of good 
ones, Andelot Eileen 7th. Both sides of her 


pedigree show a concentration of Earl Mar- 
shall blood. Her daughter, Blakeford Ma- 
jor’s Edna, by Blakeford Black Major, was 
also secured. Also purchased was a grand- 
daughter of the old cow, out of the cow 
just mentioned, and sired by Queen’s Gren- 
adier G. R. Another case of multiple pur- 
chases in this dispersion was the proven 
producer, Entelope Granada G. R., a daugh- 
ter of Black Bardolier out of a Prizemere 
32d dam. With her to Shadow Isle went 
her daughter, Blakeford Grenada, also by 
Black Bardolier. One of the good producing 
cows in the Maryland herd was Andelot 
Edella 3d, a daughter of Barbarian of Rose- 
mere 58th out of a Revolution of Page 11th 
dam; with her at Shadow Isle is a grand- 
daughter, by Blakeford Black Major. 


Quite a number of Blakeford Black Ma- 
jor daughters are in the Shadow Isle herd, 
all secured in the Blakeford sale. Not to be 
forgotten is one daughter of this bull, 
Blakeford Major’s Edella, a proven producer 
of show calves, and a great matron in her 
own right. In our book she is one of the 
top cows of the breed. One of the good 
proven producers secured in the same dis- 
persion was Eszora 4th of Sunbeam, a 
daughter of the International champion 
Black Prince of Sunbeam, and out of a dam 
by Master Marshall 2d. There are other 
daughters of Black Prince of Sunbeam in 
the herd, including Barbara A. of Sunbeam 
5th, out of a dam by Blackbird Bandolier 
of Page. This is production breeding, and 
as close up as you can get it, plus the in- 
dividual excellence to match it. Another 
Anoka Barbara female that stands out in 
the Shadow Isle assemblage is Barbara A. 
of Sunbeam 4th, by Prince Eolide 2d of 
Sunbeam, and out of a Barbarian of Rose- 
mere 103d dam. 


Highlight of the Shadow Isle dispersion 
purchases was, of course, the chief herd 
sire, Prince Barbarian of Sunbeam, Reserve 
grand champion of the 1946 International 
as a senior yearling, sired by the “Million 
Dollar Sire”, Prince Sunbeam 29th, and out 
of a dam by Barbarian-of Rosemere 103d, 
he had much to recommend him. He was 
still a young bull when sold by Gallagher’s 
Farm, but there were on the ground quite 
a number of calves by him, ranging up to 
yearlings. They were the right kind. So 
again it was a matter of buying proven pro- 
duction, coupled with individuality and 
pedigree. In the Shadow Isle herd today 
are twin daughters of Prince Barbarian out 
of Georgina 6th of Sunbeam. That they 
are double-bred Sunbeam 29th heifers, and 
Georginas, does not detract from _ their

With the exception of the two Virginia 
heifers, all of the cattle for Jamaica were 
under Cold Saturday or Jones’ Contrivance 
barn roofs by July 4th and we thought that 


the worst was over. As a matter of fact, 
the “worst” had just begun. If you think 
that it takes a lot of paper work to run your 
herd, you should try exporting some cattle 
to find out what records really are. For- 
tunately somebody had the bright idea of 
setting up a complete chart for each animal 
in the shipment, but these charts only serv- 
ed to show us what a formidable task we 
had undertaken. Before we were through, 
everybody from private veterinarians and 
the Maryland Live Stock Sanitary Service 
to the United States customs and Jamaica’s 
Director of Agriculture had gotten into the 
act. 

On our own hook, we shot the cattle for 
blackleg, shipping fever, and Bang’s. Then 
we had to test for Bang’s, tuberculosis, and 
paratuberculosis. Also required was a cer- 
tificate that Maryland was free of hoof and

While there has been good money in 
cattle feeding, especially the good ones, the 
McDonough county feeder points out that it 
hasn’t been all gravy. He contracted 30,00) 
bushels of corn last fall, in addition to the 
sizable acreage he has on his 1,000 acres. 
Some of this cost $2.65 a bushel. And 
speaking of corn he mentioned that his 
steers had been getting some new com 
since September 1, with the amount being 
increased gradually. “There is a tonic ef- 
fect in new corn. I rather expect that the 
higher vitamin A content has something to 
do with it. In August we had some leg 
trouble with a few steers. And although! 
was feeding some vitamin feed the veterin- 
ary diagnosed the trouble as a_ vitamin 
deficiency. But now that we are on nev 
corn the trouble is all gone.”

From these excerpts of this interesting 
sketch may be gleaned the importance at- 
tached to the family, by these pioneer con- 
ructive breeders. It shows their desire to 
recognize it, and their equal willingness to 
«b-divide a family when they became num- 
erous or when females of outstanding in- 
jividual excellence or producing ability ap- 
peared, Admittedly this is ancient history, 
hut who are we to discard the lessons learn- 
ad by these noted breeders upon whose firm 
fundation our breed of today has been 
puilt. Fifty or one hundred years from 
now, little recognition will be accorded our 
present day champions unless they have 
heen able to perpetuate their excellence in 
the better cattle of that day, and fortunate 
indeed will be the breeder whose accom- 
plishments will be regarded with those of 
whose mention has thus been briefly made. 
In my estimation it is but a fitting way 
to recognize these outstanding animals of 


the past, and the addition of their breeders 
or his farm name, is but a small reward to 
accord them for their efforts. Unless they 
continue in the hands of careful breeders 
and given the benefit of the service of the 
best sires with thoughtful care accorded 
their descendants, they will not long remain 
in popular favor, those who do not, will fall 
into the oblivion that enshrouds many of 
those previously mentioned here. From 
among those more fortunate will emerge 
the popular cattle of the future. The regis- 
tered cattle of the future must necessarily 
come from those we have today, they are 
the ancestors of the breed of tomorrow. 
If they feature strains popular today, it is 
up to the breeders now featuring them to 
devote their ceaseless energies towards 
their continuous improvement, or those 
popular cattle of that day will have come

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like many of the popular cattle of today 
from strains not in some cases so highly 
regarded in the past but that were fortunate 
in having been maintained for generations 
in the ownership of constructive breeders. 

Popular families should be only those ex- 
hibiting outstanding individual excellence or 
producing ability, if these features are over- 
looked they will not long remain popular, 
and the breeders sponsoring them are 
doomed to certain and deserved disappoint- 
ment. As to their value that is up to the 
individual purchaser; what he believes each 
purchase will add to his herd. It is not for 
us to criticize the breeder attempting im- 
provement but rather we should criticize 
the breeder who does not. 

During recent months and years there has 
been considerable publicity given families 
and their respective winnings, at mostly the 
International shows. Without wishing in 
any way to detract from the animals win- 
ning; much of this has been, to say the 
least, unfair. The International show has 
been in existence since 1900, with the first 
Aberdeen-Angus having been imported 
something over twenty vears before. Possi- 
bly it is the cows found’ng many of today’s 
popular strains fault that they were not 
calved before or imported earlier but for 
the benefit of newer breeders I wish to pre- 
sent a few names and dates. Gammer 
Erona, I believe the first Gammer cow im- 
ported, was not calved until 1930, and until 
1940 I do not believe any of her descendants 
were brought to this country from Canada. 

Gadie, a foundation from which the Bal- 
lindalloch Georginas descend was calved in 
1908, was imported to Canada, and the first 
of her descendants brought to this country, 
Georgina of Glencarnock, was _ calved in 
1921. Genevette of Ballindalloch, I believe 
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the second cow of the strain that was im- 
ported, was calved in 1928. 

Britannic Maid of Banks the first Miss 
Burgess cow imported to the United States 
was calved in 1918. Maid of Bummers in 
1920. Miss Burgess 3d of Nisbethill was 
calved in 1920. Bettyline in 1918. Bandy 
Maid of Tullochgribban was calved in 1920. 

Elandina the foundation Glencarnock 
Elba cow was imported to Canada first. She 
was calved in 1911 and the first record I 
can find of any of her female descendants 
having been brought to this country was in 
1918. 

Juanerra Erica, I believe the first Juana 
cow imported was calved in 1917. 

Evergreen 44th one of the first Ever- 
greens was calved in 1918. 

Winsome 2d of Skillymarno, I believe the 
first Witch of Endor, was calved in 1914. 
I do not have the importing dates on these 
cows, necessarily their first calves even 
though their first owners were exhibitors 
there, could not have been shown until some 
years later, and many were sold into herds 
that did not exhibit. 

I have long thought the public sales when 
honorably conducted were more instructive 
than were the cattle shows. In the former 
the public is the judge, and backs its judg- 
ment with dollars. In the latter the decis- 
ions are only too often made by men with 
no capital invested, men with no experience 
in the actual production of cattle of any 
breed, and with no desire to ever launch 
such a program. Since the organization of 
the Mercer County Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association in 1929 thirty-two public 
sales have been held, with much variance in 
prevailing values. Cattle have been con- 
signed to them by 102 different breeders 
and 2922 head have been sold. Of this

We kill cows at the school, hang them 
up in a standing position with the sides 
removed, the students can see and feel 
with their naked hands.
